famentary Committee, was the whole 
principle of what they were fighting for— 
the independence of the Board and the 
description of the Board as the repre- 
sentative body gf Anglo-Jewry. 

The alteration that had been suggested, 
gid Mr. Salmon, was symptomatic of 
the cleavage that now existed. The in- 
dependence of the Board did not mean 
isolation, because they could all the more 
strongly and firmly Join with other inter- 
ested partes if they had their own in- 
dependent and clear-cut policy. This 
was an opportunity to talk not of seces- 
son. but of attracting to the Board the 
best brains and types of Anglo-Jewry. 

The key-word, said the Rev. Dr. A. 
Couen (Birmingham Hebrew), was “ in- 
dependence.” and they should have an 
ynambiguous definition of that word. He 
had failed to hear what was exactly the 
purpose of this preamble, translated into 
practical terms. He seemed to read into 
thar minds horror at the thought that 
the Board should be officially attached to 
an organisation which included Jewish 
Communities in other countries. If that 
were so, would he be wrong in saying that 
the intention was to make it impossible 
for the Board even to discuss the possi- 
hility of the Board becoming a part of 
an organisation which included other 
jewish Communities, because thereby it 
must jose its independence? Had the 
nations of the world which had attached 
themselves aS memé@er-Statcs to the 
United Nations sacrificed their indepen- 
dence ” That was the test which he 
wanted to apply to this preamble. What 
i really stated was that it rejected the 
dee of a united Jewish front in the 
battle for Jewish rights wherever they 
were denied ofr assailed. 


Closing the Ranks 


Dr. Isracl Fecpman, Senior Vice-Presi- 
dent (Great), who was the: Chairman of 
the Special Committee, said that if the 
report of the Special Committee were in- 
corporated in toto, he could give (hem 
the assurance that the ranks in Anglo- 
Jewry. at any rate, for the time being. 
would definitely be closed. 

Mr. L. BakstTansky (Congregation of 
Jacob) asked the Board to reject both 
oreambles, and said that the discussion 
ought to have been independent of any 
hreats of secession.

In seconding, Mr. Liverman declared:

In his maiden speech, Commander 
Ashe Lincoin (Association of Jewish Ex- 
Service Men and Women), said that the 
phrase in the amendment, “ the exercise 
of any influence or control,”” was capable 
of such a wide jsaterpretation that tt 
struck at the basis of any democratic 
organisations 

The amendmem was lost; 29 voting for 
it, and 45 against. 

The Law and Parliamentary Commiut- 
tee’s recommendations were adopted 

Before the special session on the Con- 
stitution, the ordinary monthly mecting 
of the Board was held, when the reports 
of the Forcign Affairs Committee and 
Education Committee were dealt with. 

The report of the Education Commit- 
tee. which was moved by Mrs. Barnett 
Janner, J.P. (Newcastle, Jesmond), the 
Chairman, was adopted. 

Mr. M. Gorovitz (Wellington Road 
Synagoguc) ‘spoke in Hebrew, and when 
he had finished he was asked to translate 
his speech into English. He urged that 
the time had come when the Board should 
not only take part in Hebrew education 
in this country, but they should also 
declare Hebrew one of their official lan- 
guages by having a Hebrew Secretary and 
by having the most important parts of 
the minuies of their proceedings also in 
Hebrew. 

Lieut.Col. R. Q. Henrioues (West 
London) protested against a foreign lan- 
guage being introduced. 

The President ruled that he could not 
accept such a protest. “For Jews,” he 
said, “quite apart from the State of 
Israel, Hebrew cannot be called a foreign 
language.” 

The report of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee was moved by the President, and 
adopted.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Sphere of 
Religion 


“ Now these are the ordinances which 
thou shali set betore them.” 
(Exodus xxi, |). 


ITH these introductory words, the 
Pentateuch begins a new section. 
Hitherto, its chapters related 

history, but from the 2ist chapter of 
Exodus onwards we read mainiy of 
legal and ceremomial imstitutions. 

When Moses ascended Mount Sinai to 
receive the Torah, God communicatcd 
to him not only the Ten Commandments. 
but much cise whih men do not 
ordinarily regard as coming within the 
purview of religion. The opening verses 
of the Sidra, fer cxample, treat of the 
laws relating to the Hebrew slave. They 
may be of antiquarian and sociological 
interest, i is often said, but they are 
part of secular law and not of the 
religious life. 

While such a contention may be sup- 

rted by the modern point of view, the 

ible strenuously opposes it. From its 

standpoint, human lic is a single and 
indivisible entity and should not be 
separated into secular and religious 
elements The Talmud and the 
authoritative codification known as the 
Shuichan Aruch are the guides to Jewish 
living, and they aim ait controlling every 
phase of existence. They prescribe for 
the commonest acts of everyday life and 
enter intimately into the privacy of the 
home. Indeed, a popular abridgment 
of the Shulchan Aruch was given the 
sgnificant tithe Chavve Adam,“ The Life 
of Man.” 

Ihe Talmud records that in the daily 
service held in the Temple the Decaloguc 
used to be recited before the Shema. but 
the practice was interdicted outside the 
precincts of the Sanctuary Several! 
attempts were made without success to 
introduce + mto the synagogue ritual of 
Babylonian communities They were 
resisted on the ground that the mistaken 
belief must be avoided that the Ten Com- 
mandmenis were divinely communicated 
on Sinai but not the legislation of the 
Pentateuch. [nn other words, Judaism is 
much more than a moral code; i is a 
wavy of life in the complete sense of, the 
phrase 


characteristic feature has been 

crrucised; both within and without 
the community lt alleged that 
Judaism is cxcessively a religion of law, 
which has the effect of obscuring the 
moral foundations by legalist«c and 
ritualistic minutia, The answer is that 
if it errs, w# does so on the meht side 
It stresses the truth that religion mus! 
be as comprehensive as life itself in its 
scope. 

Noteworthy is the text with which 
the compiler of the Shuichan Aruch pre- 
faced his work: “ | have set the Lord 
always before me.’ the crucial word 
being “always.” Not only at the time 
of ptayer, or on the Sabbath, or in a 
place of worship, but always and every- 
where must the Divine Presence and con- 
trol be reahsed. Only a Judaism which 
gives direction at all times and in ail 
circumstances is of the genuine kind 

Far from being a defect, this is surely 
a commendable teature of Judaism. Phe 
world is suffering bitterly from the 
dichotomy of religion which excludes 
many spheres of activity from its influ- 
ence. Too many think or act as though 
their faith were a matter for Synagogue 
or Church, for Saturday or Sunday as 
the case may be. A former Prime Mints- 
ter once referred in scathing terms to 
Christians who sing Jewish Psalms on 
Sunday and hound the Jew the rest of 
the weck. Men worship God and. per- 
form acts which are an abomination to 
Him 


JUDAISM admits of no compromise in 

these matters. If an action is wrong in 
principle and condemned by religion, no 
plea of expediency or of general prac- 
tice can make it fight. “ Woe unto them 
that call evil good and good evil,” the 
prophet Isaiah exclaimed vehemently. No 
more striking enunciation is to be found 
of the truth that conformity to rite can- 
not atone for misdeeds than in the teach- 
ings of the Prophets and the Rabbis. 
Morality is the essence of Judaism and 
its ultimate end; but the all-important 
point is that morality must have only 
one standard and not be excluded from 
any part of human activity. . 

“In this sense Judaism demands the 
right to direct the whole life of its 
devotees and refuses to recognise a sharp 
dividing line between the religious and 
the secular, is purpose is to hallow 
what many regard as non-holy. To 
pronounce a benediction, for example, 
over the washing of the hands is not to 
be lightly dismissed as ritual; it reminds 
us that we are “sanctified” by God's 
Commandments. To recite the Grace 
before and after a meal is to turn the 
satisfaction of a physical need into part 
of the service of the Divine. These are 
illustrations of a principle which lics at 
the root of the Jewish life, and trans- 
lates into concrete form the over- 
ruling precept, “ Be ye holy, for I the 
Lord your God am holy.’

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Obituary 
SIR ARTHUR STIEBEL 


Guardians’ President for 
10 Years 


Sir Arthur Stiebe!l, whose death was 
briefly recorded in our last weck's issue, 
was born in London in 1875, the son of 
the late Mr. Daniel Stiebel. He was 
educated at Clifton and at University 
College, Oxford, where he took honours 
in history. He was called to the Bar in 
1899. fa the 1914-18 war he was 
wounded while serving in the Royal 
West Kent Regiment and lost a leg. 

Arthur Stichel became a member of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians in 1905 
and was clected Vice-President and 
Chairman of the Health Commiuttce in 
1912. He was also at various times 
chairman of other départments; and 
in 1920. he succeeded the late Mr. 
Leonard Cohen as President, and served 
nll 1930 

Sir Arthur served as .Warden, member 
of the Council, and Trustee of the West 
London Synagogue; a member of the 
Board of Deputies, and Treasurer of the 
Westminster Jews’ Free Schoel: a mem- 
ber of the Committee of the Home for 
Aged Jews: and Chairman of the.Manag- 
ing Committee of the West. Central 
Jewish Lads’ Club. 

In 1920. he was appointed by the 
Far! of Birkenhead (Lord Chancellor) 
Registrar in Companies (Winding Up). 
and in Bankruptcy, and mn 1936 he suc- 
ceeded the late Sir Frank Mellor. as 
Senior and Chief Registrar. 

He wrote 4 valuable book on Com- 
pany Law, of which three editions Were 
published, as well as other legal works. 
He was knieahted in 1943 


SARAH FREEDMAN (Ponty- 
pridd), 96, was one of the founders of 
the conegercgation, took an active interesi 
in the Chevra Kadisha, and gave gener-

ously to charitable causes. Known as 


“ Granny Freedman” to Jew and non- 
Jew alike, her hospitality to Jewish visi- 
tors to Pontypridd was well known. 


Mr. BARNETT HORWICH (Derby). 


90, was throughout his life a keen sup- 


porter of many Jewish charities, and of 
the work of the J.N.F. (writes the Rev. 
Pearl, of Birmingham, in the 
course of a tribute). 


Mr. SAMUEL RYBA (Manchester). 
31, who was killed in a train disaster in 
Barcelona, when a bridge was dynamited 
by guerrillas, had been connected with 
the Hadassiah Restaurant. and later took 
over “ The Holme.” During the war 
Mr. Ryba. who was in the Polish Army, 
was largcly responsible for getting several 
hundred Polish Jews transferred to the 
British Army, because of the anti- 
Semitism in the Polish Army. He led 
them from Scotland to London, and suc- 
ceeded in getting their case heard in the 
House of Commons. 


Mr. SIMTCHO 'SSACOYV (Sofia) was 
a young and talented poet, some of 
whose recent poems were writien round 
Hagana heroism and Jewish-Bulgarian 
friendship. 


Mr. ZUSMAN SEGALOWITZ (New 
York), 65, was one of the most popular 
of Poland's Yiddish novelists and poets. 
He was born in Byalistok, hyed in War- 
saw during the war, and later in Palestine, 
where he wrote a vivid and moving poem 
on Polish Jewry. 


A memorial service. arranged by the 
Leeds Friends of Hashomer Hatzair to 
honour the memory of Charlie Nomis. 
who was killed during the last phase of 
the fighting in the Negev, was conducted 
by the Rev. Dr. L. M. Sanker: Mr.

Art_ Notes 
THE CHANTREY BEQUEST 


It is a simple matter for your over- 
cultivated, over-fastidious sophisticates to 
criticise (as, indeed, have they not!) the 
present show at the Royal Academy of 
the famous Chantrey Bargains, bul no- 
one in his mght mind could deny 
that while there is possibly a lack of 
aesthetic stimulation, there 1s certainly a 
rich harvest of intriguing financial tii-bits 
to be gleaned. 

Who, for example, would have dreamed 
that “ The Two Crowns,” by Sir Frank 
Dicksee. would have netied £2,000 for 
the artist, when the very title itself sug- 
gests so much more suitable a figure ? 

It must by now be fairly well known 
that Sir Francis Legatt Chantrey was a 
successful sculptor who had the rare 
imaginahon to devote his fortune to a 
scheme for purchasing “works of the 
highest merit” executed by anybody, 
native or foreign, within the shores of 
Great Britain. 

Unfortunately, the Royal Academy, 
who had (and still have) the last word in 


the selection of the pictures, appeared 
generally to show an unerring instinct for 
the flashiest and most “ novelettish” popu- 


lar works available. Almost every painter 
of genuine originality was passed over, 
although several groups, including the 


New English, were actively producing 
works of great artistic value. and although 
every competent art critic in the country 
was continually drawing attention to the 
quality and sincerity of their endeavour. 

Latterly, however, the Tate Gallery, by 
refusing on the one hand to give house- 
room to the most monstrous pictures, and 
by having, on the other, a more powerful 
vowe regarding what should and what 
should not be purchased, have introduced 
am clement of discrimination and taste 
painfully absent in the past. 

There are a number of works by Jewish 
artists in the show, including a very good 
interior, in the Dutch manner, by Frank 
Emanuel; Mark Gertler’s portrait of his 
mother and two Epstein items are of 
special interest. Also included are works 
by Mrs. Lily Delissa Joseph, Thomas 
Lowinsky, Pissaro, and Sir 
William Rothenstein. A notable omission 
is Solomon J. Solomon.

By now the situation had changed. Ili 
was necessary for the West to act quickly 
before Russian diplomacy became active 
in this only remaiing “free zone” for 
Soviet infiltration. The first thing that 
naturaily interested the Foreign Office— 
and the Americans—-was how the Middle 
Fast countries would react to a proposed 
Mediterranean Pact. 

No difficulty was foreseen. if the need 
arose, with enher Turkey or Greece, or 
with the main body of the Arab countries 
which King Abdullah, rather significantly, 
described this weck as embracing the 
area from Aqaba to Basra: Egypt ts not 
included. The British would also like 
lran and Pakistan brought into the Mos- 
lem side of the Pact 


Israel and Egypt 


The question mark. as London sees it, 
has to come after the names of Egypt 
and Israel. What will they do? - Will 
they jom in what is, after all. when 
siripped to its essentials. an anti-Soviet 
coalition—however defensive in inten- 
tion ? 

if one is te go. by all Governmental! 
declarations made in Tel Aviv and many 
times emphasised by the Israch Foreign 
Minister, Mr. Shertok, Israc! would have 
only two alternatives: either to refuse 
to have anything to do with the Mediter- 
ranean Alliance, or to balance a defen- 
sive agreement with the West with a simi- 
lar non-aggression pact with the East. I) 
is almost certain, however, that the West 
would not agree to any participant in the 
Mediterranean Alhance concluding such 
a non-aggression agreement with the 
Russians. 

Arising from the present situation, Isracl 
—if tt adheres to its present pohcy of 
neutrality—may find itself diplomatically 
isolated in the Middle East, and stigma- 
tised as acting im this way because of 
its secret pro-Soviet predilections. 

The Foreign Office would not fail to 
emphasise this point in Washington, and 
question the wisdom of uncritical United 
States support for Israel at a time when 
the Conciliation Commission was about 
io negotiate boundaries and settle the 
future of Jerusalem 


Isolating Israel 


The resulting Israeli isolation would 
not be altogether unfortunate, in the view 
of some of the Middle East policy makers 
in London. The Jews might as a result 
be excluded for a time from receiving 
the benefits which participants of the 
Mediterranean Alliance would = enjoy. 
This would enable the redressing of the 
balance between Isracl and the Arabs, 
particularly in the military field, and so 
make Israc! more amenable to British 
reason. It might also have the short- 
term advantage (in the Whitchall view) 


| of depriving Israel of United States diplo- 
| matic support during the final frontier 


settiement. 

Isracl’s attitude to the Pact will, 
therefore, have to be conditioned by 
many considerations other than those of 
pure neutrality. It will be the first and, 
in Many ways, a decisive test for Israeli 
Statesmanship. 

Connected closely with Israel's position 
is that of Egypt. The Egyptian Prime 
Minister referred to the possibility of 
such a Mediterranean Alliance this week, 
but in carefully chosen words. From

ISRAEL’S DEFENCE 
“ Great Firing Power ” 


Brigadier Yaacov Dori, Chief of Staff 
of the Israch Army, declared in Tel Aviv 
last week that Israci’s future defence 
system would be based on a smal! regular 
army. backed by a large militia. 

“ As our country is small,” he said, 
“every settlement and town will have 
to be an armed bastion of defence, with 
arms stores, reserves, cic. Our peace- 
time army, which is now being set up, 
will be small in numbers, but will have 
great firing power. It will be highly 
trained, mechanised, equipped with the 
most modern weapons, and based on a 
well-trained militia consisting practically 
of the entire population, whose training 
will enable the authorities to mobilise 
them instantly in an emergency.” The 
present army would remain in uniform 
to be used in the development of the 
country, which required the largest pos- 
sible man-power resources, he added. 

The entire youth of the country would 
have to undergo part-time military train- 
ing and would be trained particularly for 
activities to be carried out locally when- 
ever trouble’ flares up.—4J.T.A.)

ANTI-SEMITISM 
GERMANY 


STARTLING proofs of widespread anti- 
Semitic activity are coming out of Germany. 
From Berlin, Munich, Hamburg, come dis- 
quieting reports of a resurrection of anti- 
Jewish hatred, manifesting itself in assaults 
on Jews, in insults hurled at them in the 
trains and trams, and lately also in physical 
attacks on Jews, as was the case recently in 
Oberammergau, where a Jewish family of 
four were driven out of their home at night 
by a gang of German youths, while uni- 
formed police looked on. In the German 
Press, too, anti-Jewish propaganda, veiled 
until now, is rapidly making its open appear- 
ance, and obviously designed to rekindle the 
flames of racial hatred. Perhaps the most 
shameful of all these manifestations was the 
publication, to which we recently drew atten- 
tion, of Major-General j. F. C. FULLER’s 
article in the HAMBURGER ALLGEMEINE 
ZeITUNG, which, as bare-faced fascist propa- 
ganda, was as anti-British as it was anti- 


Jewish. 


What makes this campaign even more 
menacing 1s the fact that it takes place under 
the very noses of the British and American 
military authorities, who, as our corres- 
pondent reported last week, are showing 
an almost incredible tolerance of — these 
outrages. In the British Zone of Germany, 
SayS a recent report submitted to the Ameri- 
can Institute of International Learning, of 
which Mr. Herpert and Mr 
SUMNER WELLES are directors, former Nazis 
have a better chance of gaining British good 
will than Jews. The Americans, who, ‘like 
the British, were at first friendly to the Jews. 
have, with some exceptions, themselves been 
influenced by the growing impact of anti- 
Jewish propaganda. In the Russian Zone, 
the few Jews who still remain there. if 
they happen to be Communists, are safe, 
and any manifestations of anti-Semitism are, 
as in the Soviet Union, punishable by law 
But in the other sectors, it appears, even 
German Communists feel free to insult Jews, 
aS was the case in Berlin the other day when 
a Jewish Town Councillor was called a “ Jew 
pis by a member of the German Communist 

arty Not only the few living Jews, but 
aiso the dead are the victims of the growing 
wave of German — anti-Semitism Mr. 
MaynHew, in the House of Commons the 
other day, admitted that at least eight Jewish 
cemeteries had been desecrated recently in 
Germany. But another report has it that in 
Bavaria alone 16 were desecrated within a 
fortnight. Only in one case are the authori- 
tics Known to have discovered the culprit, a 
German. stonemason. His punishment was 
judicrous—a fine of 100 gravestones. 

It there was anything explicit by which 
blind Allied leniency encouraged, and is 
still encouraging, the revival of anti- 
Semitism in Germany, it is the denazifica- 
tion courts, which, since Germans were 
allowed to be their own judges, have 
become a mere farce. So much so that even 
well-known Nazis already sentenced are now 
appealing for a revision of their sentences. 
and in numerous cases are let off scot-free. 
These denazification courts were no more 
than an insult to the millions of Jews who 
died at the hands of their German oppres- 
sors, and humiliating to the few remnants 
that managed to escape death. Probably the 
most shocking illustration of the unforgiv- 
able negligence of the Allies in this respect 
was the case, reported by some British news- 

papers this week, in which a judge of a 
denazification court was found to be himself 
a former officer of the Gestapo. Those who 
frowned on the Berlin riots over the show- 
ing of “ Oliver Twist ” (which is commented 
on more fully elsewhere on this page) should 
not forget that among the Polish Jews to 
whom the staging of the protest is mainly 
attributed, must have been many who had 
themselves suffered at the hands of the Ger- 
mans or had had their families murdered 
by the Nazis. They, therefore, cannot be 
blamed for being more susceptible to every 
form of alleged anti-Semitism than others. 
and what other effect could the showing of 
the film have had than to encourage Ger- 
mans to equate Fagin with all Jews ? 
Another thing that encouraged the Ger- 


mans was the Allied authorities’ dilatoriness 
in introducing measures for the restitution to 
Jews of the property taken from them by 
Hirier, and which is still in German hands. 
No wonder that Orto Srrasser, HITLeR's 
former ally, claims that he has hundreds of 
thousands of supporters in Germany all 
longing for his return and leadership of the 
“Union for the Revival of Germany “—a 
Nazi organisation complete with racial 
theories, which the Allies, in their short- 
sightedness, have allowed to begin activity. 
That some of the Allied leaders are slowly 
becoming aware of the dangers of this anti- 
Jewish propaganda in Germany is seen in 
the utterances which the more responsible of 
them have made on the subject. General 
CLAY, a few weeks ago, criticised the growth 
of German nationalism and anti-Semitism, a 
criticism which the German papers 
ominously ignored or published only in 
small type at the bottom of the page, as was 
the case in the Neve Zeiruna,.the chief 
organ in German published under the 
auspices of the American Military Authori- 
ties. Ht took little more than a decade from 
the days when Hirer began to talk and 
write about the “ Jewish peril” to the estab- 
lishment of Dachau, Majdanek, and 
Oswiecim. In Germany, anti-Semitism is the 
thin end of the wedge. Not only is it repre- 
hensible in itself but, unless it is stamped out, 
no one can say how far its evil influence will 
spread, corrupting not only Germany, but, 
as in Hirter’s day, preparing the way for 
international conflict. 


FILMS & PROPAGANDA. 


THE events which occurred in: Berlin this 
week as a result of the showing of the film 
“ Oliver Twist,” have a far wider significance 
than their immediate setting and contain cer- 
tain implications which would seem to need 
clarifying. To the vast majority of people 
everywhere, cinemas are a main source of 
entertainment. As such, however, they mean 
infinitely more than just.a passing relaxation 
from the more serious business of life. Their 
conscious and unconscious influence on the 
shaping of popular thought is tremendous. 
Indeed, in present-day circumstances, the 
cinema rivals the printed word in its far- 
reaching effects on public opinion and con- 
duct. The lasting effect of a film often 
arises from its underlying tone and general 
attitude rather than from any deliberate 
message which it may strive to deliver. When 
a film seriously sets out to be considered as 
a work of art, its influence must be judged 
by reference to still further standards of 
value. ilm-makers in general have realised 
this in a positive sense, and have there- 
fore made many experiments in the educa- 
tional and sociological sphere, combining the 
didactic with the entertaining. On _ this 
plane, such a manifestation as anti-Semitism 
and its inherent cruelty could hardly have 
escaped their attention, and so we got the 
attempts enshrined in the recent films, 
“Crossfire” and “Gentleman's § Agree- 
ment,” which in totally different ways, and 
with great artistry, endeavoured to present 
the problem and suggest a cure. Even the 
sincerity of the film-maker, however, can.be 
overridden by the prejudice of the observer, 
as may be seen in the curious refusal of the 
Spanish board of film censors to allow 
“ Gentleman's Agreement” to be shown 
because, they allege, it is “ Jewish propa- 
ganda 

On the other hand, the use of the cinema 
to stir up popular emotions was also well 
realised, in the anti-social sense, by the Nazis, 
and anti-Semitic films formed a prominent 
and integral part of Nazi propaganda. For 
example, the notorious film producer, Vert 
HARLAN, Was commissioned by GOEBBELS to 
make a version of “Jew Siiss.” which, 
although it deliberately falsified the facts of 
history, added fuel to the fires of hatred. He 
similarly produced “ The Eternal Jew,” and 
other films glorifying Nazi doctrine. Apart 
from “conditioning ” the Germans to anti- 
Jewish persecution, the showing of these 
films in Nazi-occupied countries during the 
war was frequently followed by anti-Jewish 
violence. 


In the light of these and similar events, 
the three Western occupation Powers had set 
up a tripartite film committee to “ vet” films 
for showing in the British, American, and 
French Zones, but “ Oliver Twist” had not 
been approved by this committee. It is 
known, too, that representations had been 
made in England by Christians and Jews to 


prevent its being shown just at this most 
delicate period, when Nazism and anti- 
Semitism in Germany are reappearing. 
In London—or New York, for that matter, 
where the protests have been more political 
than critical—this film, despite its portrayal 
of that repugnant character Fagin, may 
perhaps be regarded as an artistic film 
expression of a literary classic. But in the 
prevailing conditions in Germany, such ob- 
jective standards cannot be applied. It seems 
more than a pity that the same action was 
not taken as at Frankfort, two years ago, 
when the performance of “ The Merchant of 
Venice ” was postponed indefinitely until the 
time when Germany becomes sane again. 


MR. TSALDARIS’S ASSURANCE 


Greek Jews, and with them their brethren in 
this country, will read with interest as 
well as appreciation the jmportant assurances. 
published on page 1 of this issue, which - Mr. 
TSALDARIS gave to our representative concern- 
ing heirless Jewish property in Greece. Equally 
welcome, to Jews in Israel in particular. will be 
his declaration that it is ohly a matter of days 
before his Government grants recognition to 
Isracl. If Greek reluctance to recognise Israel 
earlier can be explained by their desire not to 
offend either Mr. Bevin or the Arab States. 
especially Egypt, with whom they have many 
common interests, the failure to return to 
the pitiful impoverished remnants of Greek 
Jewry the property of which the Nazis robbed 
them, and which is now in Greek hands. can 
claim no justification at all, As Mr. TSALDARis 
himself admitted, the Greek Law requiring the 
return of heirless Jewish property to the Central 
Board of Jewish Communities in Athens was 
passed in 1946. But little has been done so far to 
implement it, despite frequent reassurances and 
numerous protests from Greek Jews, who, as can 
easily be understood, have been deeply hurt by 
this regrettable and disappointing attitude on the 
part of their Government towards citizens 
who have shown the highest qualities of 
loyalty and patriotism. It is especially interest- 
ing. therefore, that Mr. TsaLparis, having 
realised the injustice that has been committed 


by the failure to deal earlier with the long- 


Standing restitution problem, has promised to 
have it settled now. Greece and Israel in ancient 
days were among the greatest contributors 
towards the glories of the remarkable civilisa- 
tion which flourished around the shores of the 
Mediterranean, and to-day, strangely enough, 
they are the only two nations which are fighting 
for their freedom and independence in that part 
of the globe. Soon, as Mr. TSaLDaris must 
have realised during his visit to London. the 
two countries may be partners again, within a 
Mediterranean Pact, making their contribution 
to the cause of peace and lberty—ideals which 
the great sons of Israel and Greece preached 
and fought for throughout the ages. By making 
his Government fulfil without further delay the 
promises he has made in London this week, Mr. 
TSaALparis will not only right a grave wrong to 
the Jews of his own country, but will also help 
to put relations between Greece and Israel on a 
proper basis of understanding and friendship. 


CAMBRIDGE GRADUATES 


Not infrequently we have directed attention 
to the important part which our Universit, 
graduates can, and should, play in Anglo-Jewish 
life. By a coincidence, two separate items in 
our present issue bear upon the contribution 
of Cambridge to the common weal. The cele- 
bration of Mrs. Israet ABRAHAMS'S 80th birth- 
day (mentioned on page 6) recalls the honoured 
achievements of the past. A book review on 
the opposite page, “On the Threshold.” des- 
cribes the dedication of youth in the carrying 
forward of that tradition. The sense of tradi- 
tion finds outstanding expression in the 
University. At a memorial service, held in the 
chapel of his college, for Hersert Loewe, 
Reader in Rabbinics, who died in 1940. the 
following prayer was recited: “O Lord God. 
the Aleph and the Tau, from whom all things 
tuke their beginning, and in whom they find 
their end: We humbly beseech Thee that the 
work in which Thou didst permit Thy servant 
to take part, may be so furthered by those who 
come after him, that by our common ‘en- 
deavours in this, our University, Thy purposes 
may be fulfilled, and our work perfected in the 
fullness of time, when all men shall accept the 
yoke of Thy kingdom, and Thou shalt reign 
over them for ever and ever. O God Who hast 
joined together in this University the several 
callings of men for the showing forth of Thy 
manifold glory and the good of man’s estate : 
Enable us, we pray Thee, so to use the sacred 
heritage of the past, that as we have entered 
mto other men’s labours, so others in turn may 
enter into ours.” Those who have come under 
this benign discipline in their undergraduate 
days, may be expected to retain its influence for 
a lifetime. But this spirit of service to the com- 
munity needs to be fostered not only indi- 
vidually, but also collectively. The Cambridge 
graduates who met together this week felt the 
impulse of a rare and singularly happy occasion. 
It may be hoped that, with the precedent once 
established, they will now seek more frequent 
opportunities for reunion to promote their com- 
mon ideals, 


PASTORAL VISIT 


In the short period that he has held hi. pre- 
sent high office the Chief Rabbi has spared no 
effort to acquaint himself personally with 
Jewish Communities in all parts of the country; 
and were proof still needed of the potentialities 
of the incumbent and the office to strengthen the 
lodgment of Judaism in the minds and hearis of 
British Jews it could be exemplified by hig 
pastoral visit to Liverpool last week-end. Ip 
the course of three strenuous (one might add 
perhaps with justice, over-strenuous) days, 
the Chief Rabbi inaugurated the sessional 
activities of a revived Jewish Literary Society, 
spoke at an Appeal Dinner for the Liverpoo} 
Yeshiva, addressed the Parent-Teachers’ As«o- 
ciation of the Hebrew Schools, visited the Jew igh 
educational institutions of the locality, and made 
the acquaintance of its civic and ecclesiastical 
dignitaries. The arrangements for his visit were 
in the hands of the Council of Liverpool and 
District Jews, under the Presidency of Dr. 1. J. 
Lipkin. The hope is widely shared that this 
demonstration of unified activity may help for- 
ward the knitting together of the religious life 
of a sometimes inchoate community—a cause 
which has been the subject of discussion among 
Liverpool synagogue leaders and which com- 
manded the earnest advocacy of the Chief Rabbi. 
Perhaps the outstanding event of the weck-end, 
and the prime occasion of the Chief Rab>i's 
visit, was the celebration of the thirtieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the University of 
Liverpool Jewish Students’ Society, which was 
marked by an academic service on the Sabbath 
and an evening reception two days later. The 
Society is young, as, indeed, is the University 
with which it ts associated, but its continued 
existence, despite the vicissitudes which handi- 
cap such bodies, is a tribute to the zeal in the 
cause of Judaism of its youthful officers—an 
encouraging sign, of which other examples are 
not wanting in the “ Red-brick ” Universities. 
We share the Chief Rabbi's hope that through 
these Universities: the public life of Anglo-Jewry 
may be raised to even higher levels. 


NO MONOPOLY | 


ENTHUSIASM naturally prevailed at the national 
conference, held last week at the Embassy 
Theatre, London, to open this year’s Joint Pales- 
tine Appeal. The target of £3,000,000, which 
was set for this stirring cause, rightly came as a 
challenge to speakers and audience alike to. 
demonstrate their wholehearted determination 
to rise to the greatness of the occasion. In this 
atmosphere, a certain rhetorical hyperbole can 
easily be understood and need not be scrutinised 
too closely. But a statement that is reported 
to have been made by one speaker-——" I here s 
no other appeal in this country to-day cxcept 
the J.P.A."—has such misleading implicetions 
that it cannot be overlooked. Such a statement 
is not only incorrect and damaging to the publ« 
interest, but is calculated to myure the very 
cause for which the speaker was pleading. Be 
fore the launching of this campaign, the vital 
importance of its meeting with an overwhelm 
ingly generous response was forcibly stressed m 
these columns. But that does not mean that 
this appeal—compelling as it is, in all com 
science—-has any right to claim a monopoly m 
fund-raising and philanthropic endeavour. In 
the first plate, it would be utterly wrong to 


' forget the many charitable causes which make 


rightful demands upon all citizens, regardless 
of creed. Then there are the long-established 
Anglo-Jewish charities—for the blind, the aged, 
the orphans, and many others—which we dare 
not neglect, in addition to the educational and 
cultural efforts and the “ defence * work which 
require our unstinted support. Even when we 
come to the needs of our suffering brethren m 
other lands—a sphere of work which, after all, 
is closely associated with emigration to Israel 
and other aspects of specifically sonst 
endeavour—the J.P.A. does not—in fact, cam 
not—form the only financial agency for giving 
assistance. For instance, the Central British 
Fund and the United Jewish Relief Appeal do 
invaluable work in caring for those Jews ™ 
Europe who are not yet able; or who-—-from 
sickness or old age—may never be able, 
reach Israel. The claims on the C.B.F., indeed, 
expand and grow more pressing. Substantial 
aid has already been given to the Jewish victims 
of the pogroms in Aden, and a “token” pay 
ment has been made to the suffering Jewry of 
Tripolitania. And there are still Jewish refugee 
children in Britain who need the support of ths 
Fund If the organisers of the J.P.A. forget 
these things, then they do themselves and the 
community an ill service.

A Young Man’s Travels 


Window on the World. By Epmunp 
pe RoruscuiLp. Peter Davies. 15s.

Some 20 years ago, the author of this 
book, following in the family tradition, 
began to prepare himself, as a schoolboy 
at Harrow, for future service to Britain 
and Jewry, Before leaving school, he had 
hearkened to the cry of his brethren suffer- 
ing under the Nazi yoke. Then, whuiie still 
an undergraduate, he became Treasurer 
of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation 
Building Fund, and the synagogue which 
he amd his co-workers succeeded in erect- 
ing was opened by his father—the late 
tione! de Rothschild, President of the 
United Synagogue—in 1937. That same 
year, he came of age and set forth on the 
adventure that is described in these pages. 

This narrative has been compiled by 
the author from the diary and the letters 
written home during 1937-39, when, as he 
himself puts it, “my father sent me 
round the world to learn of its great 
resources, to see its beauties, and to meet 
people of other lands.” He visited Africa, 
South America, Australia and New 
Zealand, South-East Asia, India, not only 
secing famous cities and eminent men, 
but also exploring many inaccessible and 
little-known regions. This modern ver- 
sion of the Grand Tour. afforded a splen- 
did education, and its beneficiary now 
enables others to share in the fruits of a 
memorable experience. While his impres- 


sions are recorded with the happy spon- 
tancity of youth, they reveal close 
observation and shrewd judgment: Con- 


temporary comments have rightly been 
retained even where they have since been 
overborne ‘by the march of events. Full 
of human interest, the volume conveys a 
wealth of information im delightful 
fashion 


Jewish Communities 


Throughout this chronicle, there is 
continual evidence of the traveller's desire 
lo participate in—and make his own con- 
indbution to—the hfe of Jewry. Wherever 
he. went, he addressed crowded meetings 
of the local Jewish Communities, and he 
gives graphic accounts of these gatherings 
In his vivid descriptions of the Black Jews 
and White Jews of Cochin, the Persian 
and Bokharan Jews of Kabul, the Beni- 
Israel of Bombay, the author conjures up 
the amazing romance of Jewish history 

Aiways he was alert to investigate 
mmigrauon possibilities for the -settle- 
ment of refugee Jews from Nazi oppres- 
won. in this cause, he not only sought 
whe assistance of his fellow-Jews, but 
approached persons of influence every- 
where, from the Viceroy of India and the 
Governor of Singapore to Mahatma 
Gandhi and Mr. Jinnah, The faith which 
inspired him finds expression in_ the 
exiract from. his diary for the Yom 
Kippur which he spent in Indo-China: 
“My thoughts turned to what this day 


stands for Is the Jewish question 
soluble .. The day may come when | 
shall be able to do something It has 


been a day of almost unceasing rain. The 
woria seemed to weep for the tormented 
people of Israel—or was it fancy ? ”’ 

He had not long to wait for the coming 
day of fuller opportunities. Scarcely had 

travel-log been completed, when 
the outbreak of war brought a new and 
sterner challenge, and his career during 
the past decade forms the right sequel to 
this engaging book. 


FANCIFUL FICTION 


Jeshua of Whitechapel. By RAcHEL 
tit Zion.

GUARDIAN. The meeting occurred at a 
party in Withington, at, one of the big 
German half-Jewish homes which took 
an interest in my wife's work in the 
Schools for Mothers—an enterprise later 
adopted by the municipality, with my 
wife as a medical officer. When I was 
presented to Mr. Scott, | saw before me 
a distinguished-looking gentieman, ad- 
vanced in years, but very alert and atten. 
tivé. He was inquisitive about my origin 
and work, and also interested in tbe 
Polish question. 

He asked me: “ Are you a Pole ? ” 

l answered: “1 am not a Pole, and | 
know nothing about Poland. I am a Jew. 
and if you want to talk to me about that, 
Mr. Scott, | am at your disposal.”’ 

He did want to talk to me about it, 
and, in a few days, | recenved an invita- 
tion from him to visit fim at his home. 
He was so unaffected, so open, so charm- 
ing that I simply could riot help pouring 
out my heart to him.

LIFE-STORY OF 


MARC CHAGALL 


By MAURICE CARR 


Paris 
ARC CHAGALL sat telling the 
story of his life, conjuring up 
in words a self-portrait which, 
as he afterwards confessed, he had 
hitherto reserved. for his brush and 
alette. 
, It happened. this way. While dis- 
cussing his theories on art, Chagall had 
remarked that truly great creations, such 
as the Bible, Rembrandis pictures, 
Shakespeare's plays, expressed the whole 
gamut of human emotions, and were not 
dominated by any one senument. 
asked him if his own hfe experiences— 
the raw material of his art-—-had not been 
tinged by joy rather than by sorrow. 
“Jovy?” he echoed, in amazement. 
“No. Not joy. Nor sorrow, when I 
come to think of it. . ... 1 wonder? 
And to find the answer to the puzzie of 
his own life, he began to remember 
aloud, slipping instinctively from 
acquired French into his native Yiddish. 
He was born in the ghetto of Vitebsk, 
Russia. in 1890, the eldest of nine child- 
ren. At the usual tender age he was 
sent to cheder, and on Sabbath after- 
noons dutifully recited Perek at the 
Rabbi's house, while other boys played 
truant in the sabbatically deserted great 
outdoors. 
Fantastic Imaginings 
Passive and obedient though he was, 
life was full of fantastic adventures. His 
home was hemmed in by houses all 
round, so he would go up to the lava- 
tory to look out of the littl window 
giving a glimpse of the town, or would 
climb on to the roof. There a magic 
scene unfolded itself, dominated by the 
onion-shaped dome of the near-by 
church. which was later to come into so 
many of his canvases. As he gazed up 
at the sky and down at the town, every- 
thing went topsy-turvy, and to the 
noises. the music, of life below, the roof- 
tops danced, and distant objecis loomed 
large and close, while near ones receded 
and dwindled, with the sky joming m 
and filling up afl the vacant spaces. ... 
It was while sky-gazing im the sireets 
that, at the age of seven, he was bitten 
by a mad dog. and, though successfully 
treated at the St. Petersburg Pasteur In- 


stitute, the shock gave him a bad stutter, 
which did not wear off for many years. 

At the Russian clementary school he 
sat looking through the window, or at 
the little girls’ planus, without learning a 
thing. His teacher left Inm in peace. 
He came in for little teasing by his 
schoolmates, probably because they 
sensed that he would not have noticed 
their taunts anyway, 

Ait home he was never preached at, 
nor was anything much expected of him. 
though the family lived in dire poverty 
His parents were a rather oddly assorted 
pair, brought together by a shadchan, 
who had maiched his excrtions with the 
paltriness of the fee he got. Chagall’s 
mother was remarkably beautiful, but so 
tiny and—at the time of her betrothal— 
so childlike. that the nuptials had to be 
postponed to give her a chance to grow 
up, and at the photographer's studio on 
the wedding day she had to pose stand- 
ing beside ber seated, giant bridegroom 
sO aS not to make the picture look 
ridiculous. 

Always she remained childish, garru-

‘lously dreaming aloud dreams of sudden 
changes. of a new and beticr life, while 
her husband hardly ever spoke a word 
when he came home of an evening, c- 
hausted and smelling of the casks of 
Dutch herrings. which he spent his life 
in shifting about for a miserable ae oy 
in a mch mans warchousc Silently 
dreamily, he would sit drinking tea, grip- 
ping the glass or occasionally wiping his 
blonde beard with his bruised and cal- 
loused hands 

As Mare arew older, he learnt to fear 
his father’s rough hands—not that they 
were ever lifted in violence, but that they 
inspired a childish pity in him, and he 
dreaded what fate held in store for his 
own hands. What else was he fitted for 
but to follow hus father’s calling’ 

Until he was fourteen. Marc Chagall 
walked about in a constant dream. seek- 
ing the moon m the hrmament by day 
as well as by night Then came the 
awakening and escape from close con- 
finement im the ghetto: not that he could 
ever gct away from the influence of his 
childhood reveries. which seemed io have 


lasted an ciernity, while the waking 
period of manhood sped away al! too 
swiftly. 

First Effort 


One day he chanced upon the loca! 
bully peacefylly engaged in copying art 
rerroductions out book, and Chagall 
sc’ xyout doing the same thing, hanging 
up his handiwork im the kitchen. These 
first efforts were meaningicss to his 
parents, but a visitor declared, “ Why. 
Marc is quite an artist’ “ What is an 
artist 7?" asked Marc. and. hearing that 
this was someone who received money 
for doing pictures, he wondered if he 
might not learn to gain his livelihood 
that way. For a long time he had been 
looking for a tachiis, for an object im 
life, and here at last was a gleam of hope. 

Chagaii remembered having secn 
beyond the ghictto a house bearing the 
mysterious inscription “U. Pen. Art 
Academy.” He cajoled his mother, 
whose pet he was, into taking him ther-. 
Inside. liming all the walls from polished 
parguct floor to lofty ceiling, he saw 
for the first time in his life original pait- 
ings. The sight of them gave him a 
horrible pang in the pit of his stomach 
(which, he has contended ever since. is 
the sensory organ for art as the tongue 
ws for food).

Strengthening Influence 
in Mediterranean

Although Spanish Consulates refuse 
to reveel how many Jews have 
applied for Spanish citizenship, winch 
Franco recenily offered to al! descendants 
of the once powerful Spansh Jewish 
Communny, offeial sy that the 
Government sw “very happy” about 
Franco's proposal 

After their expulsion from Spam in 
1492. most of the exiled Jews went to 
Egymt and Greece, and then. through the 
centuries, spread to the Balkan countries 
and to the territories around the Easicrn 
Meditcrranean, which were once con- 
trolied by the Ouoman Empure 

In offering the descendants of these 
families Spanish protection. Franco and 
his advisers hope to achieve the follow- 
ing 

First, to re-establish Spanrnsh mflucnce 
in the Mediterranean. Descendants of 
the Spanish Jewish Communities are play- 
ing an important role in Athens, istan- 
bul. Palestine, Tripol, Cawoa, Alcaandrm, 
and other places. They have never lost 
their pride as a separate community, and 
Franco's offer is intended to strengthen 
their ties with Spanish culture 
Secondly. to develop trade with all the 
Mediterranean countries where Jews with

Major Manuel Anderson, addr essing 
the Literary Section of the Jewish Insti- 
tute, Belfast, on “ Jews and Music.” said 
that the modern popularity of che Chazan 
in the community arose because Jews had 
little entertainment in daily life. 
and looked forward to going to Shoo! 
to hear the singing. 

Jewish music as an entity did not CXISt 
to-day, said Major Anderson. Loca! 
melodies had quite openly been intro- 
duced by Chazanim. and it: was ImMpos- 
sible to trace the original Jewish music. 
In the days of the Scriptures, music and 
pociry had gone hand in hand. and later 
the Jews accumulated a great deal of folk 
Music. Much of what we knew as 
Jewish folk music was not Jewish at 
all, but the music of the people among 
whom the Jews lived. 

Referring to modern dance music. the 
speaker said that quite a number of Yid- 
dish folk songs were heard on the wire- 
less. It was all very well popularising 
the tunes, but they tended to be ruined 
when Potied and “ hotted up.” 

Turning to Israel, Major Anderson said 
that there were first-rate musicians there. 
but there was a danger that they might 
become too interested in Western music 
* We want them to preserve our music 
for us. We can be sure that Jews can 
give a tremendous contribution to 
world culture, and particularily in the 
realm of music.”

Fighting on Two Fronts 
To the Editor of THe Jewrsu Crgonicie 
From Mr. M. J. ROSTON 


Collapsed and “ moribund 
are some of the ¢ used by critics 
in recent letters referring to local 
Defence Committees. Only a fortnight 
ago, a well-attended conference of 5 
committees took place when immediate 
and long-term matters, vitally affecting 
the community, were considered. More- 
over, representations which are made, be 
it to the Home Secretary, to the authori- 
ties, or editors of national or local jour- 
nals, all are as a result of the fine work 
carried out on behalf of the community 
by the public-spirited members of the 
community who serve on local Defence 
Committees. Their work in public rela- 
tions, tactful, watchful, and successful, ts 
of the highest long-term and short-term 
value. Of course, some committees have 
fallen down on the job, but that is duc 
also to the apathy of those outssdc. 

The community may well be proud of 
the “ mass organisation of amateurs,” a 
term used by one of the critics. (Once, 
not so very long ago, the members of 
another fighting army were referred to as 
contemptibles.”’) 

Defence Committees should not be 
called upon to fight on two fronts, both 
against the critics of Jewry from without 
and those from within. who feel 
they know better than those who are 
domg' the job. should join the local com- 
mittees, The fight against the enemies of 
Jewry is not helped by correspondents’ 
missiles aimed at the defenders.

Lack of Concrete Suggestions 


Sin,—The desire to attack the Defence 
Committee at ths particular moment 
seems to be almost pathological. The Iiet- 
ters contain the usual spate of generalisa- 
ons, but among them it 1s difficult to 
find one concrete suggestion which would 
make for the more effective combating of 
anti-Semitism and fascism. The most 
vigorous attacks come from those who 
possess the least knowledge of the subject 
or of the work of the Defence Com- 
mittee. or who are anmmated by a desire 
to elevate their own activities at the 
expense of the community. Mr. Geoffrey 
Bernerd has the impertinence to suggest 
that Mr. Hydieman has to justify the 
exrstence of the Defence Commiuttec. 

it must he appreciated that the 43 
Group, of which this gentleman is a 
leader, carries no responsibilities and uses 
tactics which in the last instance only 
gave Mosley a publicity which he would 
never have otherwise received. and 
effected no useful purpose whatsoever. As 
to its comments on the support given to 
the demonstration by the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Service Men and Women, that 
body is one which commands respect. 
and one cannot surmise what purpose is 
served by the deMonstration of the 4% 
Group, except in line of obtaining cheap 
popularity 

in spite of Mr. Bernerd’s denials, it is 
undoubtedly true that H was the unceas- 
ing work of the Association which 
reduced Mosley’s public meeting to a 
private one. which even the Press. who 
were the only people admitted by special 
ticket, gave no publicity. It ts not due to 
any effort of the 43 Group that other 
Boroughs in London have refused the 
use of theur halls to the Union Movement. 

1 am not aware that Mr. Edelman 
possesses any right to pose as an 
authority on the Jewish Community as 
a whole, of on the Defence Committee in 
particular, Mr. Edelman’s optimism, as 
regards the recession of anti-Semitism. 
may have some foundations, but Mr. Fdel- 
man may well have devoted some time to 
explaining to his audience the attitude of 
tus Party towards fascism, which is. at 
present, distinguished by indifference and 
apathy. and also to give reasons for the 
continual refusal by the Home Office to 
wive instructions for a proper implemen- 
tation of the provisions of the Public 
Order Act. Hts belief in the great British 
tradition does not seem to have taken 
imo account the attitude of the Press 
even the rehgious Press, towards the new 
Mate of Israel, and Mr. Edelman micht 
well ponder that if he has any right to 
be self-satisfied with the general position. 
as he appears to be, it is due to the 
work, unobtrusive as well as publicised. 
of the Defence Committee 

Why your Special Correspondent on 
Defence thought fit to declare that Dis- 
trict Committees have collapsed. I cannot 
concenve, for there is no evidence to that 
effect. I do not assume that everything 
in the garden uw lovely. It is true that 
there may be too many District Com- 
mittees and that in some areas there is not 
sulicient work for them to do. But this 
i$ duc to the overriding activities of the 
central body it is. disheartenng for 
many of these unselfish workers to find 
their efforts so belittled 

I looked in vain among all these letters 
for something which showed that the 
writers had something more to give than 
merely destructive criticism. I have no 
doubt that. the Defence Committee re- 
‘ee kh mans wort der how 


many of them are original. Certainly I 
can nothing in the recent controvers 
which has convinced me that the Jews 
Defence Committee, doing a job of work 
of the most thankless and di of all 
public efforts, deserves other than the 
wholehearted support of the community.

Sin,—First, Mrs. Ellenbogen should 
have read my review of André Gide's 
“ Journals’ more carefully before rush- 
ing into print to charge me with the 
fault of exaggerating the significance of 
anti-Jewish remarks in literature. 

My review inferentially contained .a 
warning against precisely that fault. On 
this point, your correspondent agrees 
with me. Secondly, what I did say was 


that Gide’s references to Jews were 
writating and uncharitable.” That was, 
and is, my personal opinion. Mrs. Ellen- 


bogen prefers such words as “ unflatter- 
ing and shehtingly "—here agai, she 
does not altogether disagree with me. 
Thirdly, may 1 pomt out that although 
my remarks were directed im the first 
place against the particular volume the 
subject of my rewew, my reference to 
Gide as a Nobel Prizeman must be con- 
strued against the larger background of 
Gide as both a man of letters and an 
influence in European thought. 

One cannot divorce Gide’s allusions to 
Jews from his own particular politica! 
bias which, in the hght of modern ideolo- 
mes, gives those remarks certain over- 
tones of not so immocent a character, 
Perhaps I exaggerate the significance of 
the Nabe! Prize in the ficid of literature 
and idealism and this ts the source 
of my disappointment in seeing qualities 
of true literary greatness commuxed with 
an attitude which is at times, | consider, 
not tar removed from spiritual obliquity.

Fighting on Two Fronts

Sin.—* Collapsed and “ moribund 
are some of the — used by critics 
in recent letters referring to local 
Defence Committees. Only a fortnight 
ago, a well-attended conference of such 
committees took place when immediate 
and long-term matters, vitally affecting 
the community, were considered. More- 
over, representations which are made, be 
it to the Home Secretary, to the authori- 
ties, or editors of national or local jour- 
nals. all are as a result of the fine work 
carried out on behalf of the community 
by the public-spirited members of the 
community who serve on local Defence 
Committees. . Their work in public rela- 
tions, tactful, watchful, and successful, 1s 
of the highest long-term and short-term 
value. Of course, some committees have 
fallen down on the job, but that is duc 
also to the apathy of those outside. 

The community may well be proud of 
the “mass organisation of amateurs,” a 
term used by one of the critics. (Once, 
not so very long ago, the members of 
another fighting army were referred to as 
“ contempubies.”) 

Defence Commitices should not be 
called upon to fight on two fronts, both 
against the critics of Jewry from without 
and those from within. Those who feel 
they know better than those who are 
doing the job, should join the local com- 
mittees, The fight against the enemies of 
Jewry is not helped by correspondents’ 
missiles aimed at the defenders

Lack of Concrete Suggestions 


Sin,—-The desire to attack the Defence 
Committee at this particular moment 
seems to be almost pathological. The let- 
ters contain the usual spate of generalisa- 
ions, but among them it 1s difficult to 
find one concrete suggestion which would 
make for the more effective combating of 
anti-Semitism and fascism. ¢ most 
vigorous attacks come from those who 
possess the least knowledge of the subject 
or of the work of the Defence Com- 
mittee, or who are animated by a desire 
to elevate thew own activities at the 
expense of the community.

leader, Carries no responsibilities and uses 
tacucs which in the last instance only 
gave Mosiey a publicity which he would 
never have otherwise received, and 
effected no useful purpose whatsoever. As 
to its comments on the support given to 
the demonstration by the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Service Men and Women. tha! 
body s one which commands respect 
and one cannot surmise what purpose is 
served by the deMonstiration of the 43 
Group, except in line of obtaining cheap 
popularity 

in spite of Mr. Bernerd’s denials, it is 
undoubtedly true that H was the unceas- 
ing work of .the Association which 
reduced Mosiley’s public meeting to a 
private one. which even the Press. who 
were the only people admitted by special 
ticket, gave no publicity. Ht is not due to 
any etlort of the 43 Group that other 
Boroughs in London have refused the 
use of their halls to the Union Movement. 

| am not aware that Mr. Edelman 
possesses any to .pose as an 
authority on the Jewish Community as 
a whol. or on the Defence Committee in 
Particular Mr. Edelman's optimism. as 
regards the recession § of anti-Semitism. 
may have some foundations, but Mr. Edel- 
man may well have devoted some time to 
explaining to his audience the attitude of 
his Party towards fascism, which is. at 
present, distingusshed by indifference and 
apathy. and also to give reasons for the 
continual refusal by the Home Office to 
give instructions for a proper implemen- 
lation of the provisions of the Public 
Order Act. His belief in the great British 
tradition does not seem to have taken 
into account the attitude of the Press. 
even the rehgious Press. towards the new 
State of Israel, and Mr. Edelman might 
well ponder that if he has any right to 
be self-satisfied with the general position. 
as he appears to be, it is due to the 
work, unobtrusive as well as publicised. 
of the Defence Committee 

Why your Special Correspondent on 
Defence thought fit to declare that Dis- 
trict Committees have collapsed. 1 cannot 
conceive, for there is no evidence to that 
i do not assume that everything 
in the garden w tovely. It is true that 
there may be too many District Com- 
miftees and that in some areas there is not 
sufficient work for them to do. But this 
is due to the overriding activities of the 
central body It <disheartennge for 
many of these unselfish workers to find 
their efforts so belittied. 

I looked in vain among all these letters 
for. something... which.showed that the 
wriers had something more to give than 


merely destructive criticism. | have no 
doubt that the Defence Committee re- 
Meany Su@@est ons wonder how 


many of them are original. Certainly I 
can find nothing m the recent controvers 
which has convinced me that the Jew:

IN LITERATURE”

From Dr. A. A. SPEARS 


Sin,—First, Mrs. Ellenbogen should 
have read my review of André Gide's 
Journals more carefully before rush- 
ing into print to charge me with the 
fault of exaggerating the significance of 
anti-Jewish remarks in literature. 

My review inferentially contained .a 
warning against precisely that fault. On 
this pomt, your correspondent agrees 
with me. Secondly, what I{ did say was 
that Gide’s references to Jews were 
irritating and uncharitable.” That was, 
and is, my personal opinion. Mrs. Ellen- 
bogen prefers such words as “ unflatter- 
and shghtingly "—here again, she 
does not altogether disagree with me. 
Thirdly, may { pomt out that although 
my remarks were directed in the first 
place against the particular volume the 
subject of my review, my reference to 
Gide as a Nobel Prizeman must be con- 
strued against the larger background of 
Gide as both a man of letters and an 
influence in European thought 

One cannot divorce Gide’s allusions to 
Jews from his own particular 
bias which, in the ight of modern ideolo 
gies, gives those remarks certain over- 
tones of not so imnocent a character. 
Perhaps I exaggerate the significance of 
the Nabe! Prize in the field of literature 
and idealism and this #& the source 
of my disappointment in seeing qualities 
of true literary greatness commixed with 
an attitude which is at times, | consider, 
not tar removed from spiritual obliquity.

In Defence 
of Parents 


ARENTS have been coming in 

for a good deal of criticism 

during the last few weeks. Many 
social workers, alarmed by the preva- 
lence of juvenile delinquency, have 
not hesitated to declare that mothers 
and fathers, rather than their erring 
children, deserve the punishment 
meted out. And now a conference of 
teachers has declared that parents are 
shelving their responsibilities to an 
increasing degree, and are placing 
upon the shoulders of the teachers 
tasks that properly belong to the 
home 


At first glance there would seem to 
be grounds for these animadver sions. But 
when the matter is looked into a Ilittl 
more closely, the case for the parents 
becomes clearer. 


Are They To Blame? 


In the first place, let us ask ourselves 
who are these parents of our time, who 
neglect to bring up their children 
properly, and whose own mode of ts 
said to be the root cause of their child- 
ren’s failure to develop into worthy and 
useful-citizens. These purents were child- 
ren during the first wor id war. They suf- 
fered from the terrible and wremedimble 
eflects of war on any society. They lived 
their most impressionabie years in a State 
of excitement and often of imminent 
tragedy Discipline was relaxed and 
often entirely abrogated when fathers 
and husbands failed to return to their 
homes. Can society really blame them 
when they in their turn fail to create 
those stable and secure conditions which 
alone make for real family life 7? 

Perhaps now that the alarm has been 
sounded as regards juvenile offenders, 
and some kind of assessment made of 
the wreckage of human homes, the future 
generations of those maladjusted boys 
and girls, who in their turn will become 

remis of the future, will have some 
find of corrective influence brought to 
bear upon them 

But what of those parents who, despite 
all the obstacles and difficultics put in 
their way by the world’s failure to com- 
pose its differences, have clung to the 
ideals and principles they inherited, and 
have conscientiously endeavoured to 
make rcal homes for their children ? 


Have they received from the schools the 


co-operation they are entitled to expect ? 

In the great public schools there is a 
tradition. among both masters and boys 
that parents do not count. To such an 
extent have parents been excluded from 
co-operating im their children’s education 
m the past, that a movement to counter 
this was set up as much as fifty years

CAREERS ADVICE 


Employment of Disabled Persons 
The Disabled Persons Employment 


was ecstablished in 
1945, under the Disabled Persons’ (Em- 
ployment) Act, 1944, to make special 
provision for the employment of regis- 
tered disabled persons, who, by reason 
of the nature or severity of their dis- 
ablement, are unlikely to obtain employ- 
ment except under special conditions. 

This purpose is being achieved by the 
establishment of a chain of “ Remploy " 
factories, staffed, equipped, and carried 
on under the Corporation's control, 
solely for the employment of the severcly 
disabied. Factories are being opened 
throughout the country, and a consider- 
able development programme is contem- 
plated. Provision is also made for 
homeworkers whose disablem: nt prevents 
them from working in factories. 

The Corporation has made a substan- 
tial start in enabling even the severely 
disabled to do g and useful work ; 
Viscount Portal, the former Chairman, 
could claim with justice that “ the days 
of patronage of the disabled are over.” 


JEWISH EDUCATION 


Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman, in an 
address at the New West End Synagogue 
Communal Centre on Sunday, gave an 
historical picture of Jewish Education 
from Bible umes down to the present 

He deplored the deterioration of 
Jewish instruction, the lack of suitable 
teachers and the disintegration of the 
Jewish home, which should be the real 
school for religious education 

The solution of the many probiems 
facing education. he said, is the return 
to the Biblical ideal of parents as teachers 
to their children.

Continued from previous column 
ago in the Parents’ National Educa- 
nonal Union, which founded its own 
schools, based on the principle of 
working with instead of against rents. 
Other modern educationists have founded 
schools with a like purpose; but the 
tradition still remains firmly fixed among 
many of those who direct our education. 

When these facts are taken into con- 
sideration, the question arises whether. 
after all; the entire blame for the failure 
of family life to which the prevalence 
of juvenile delinquency is said to be 
due rests so squarely on the parents. 

Ait any rate, i 1s agreed that in 
the future, if some return to higher 
standards of family life is required, there 
must be a deliberate and planned attempt 
to re-install the parent in his old posi- 
tion of being the principal influence 
in the child's life. The Jewish pattern 
of family life provides for this: in the 
ideal Jewish home both father and 
mother are regarded as the fountain- 
heads of wisdom and righteousness, from 
which the child learns his first lessons.

In the semi-finals, Barna had defeated 
the young Frenchman Lanskoy and Reis- 
man had surprisingly won against the 
other Jewish American, Dick Miles, who 
is U.S.A. champion. 

The new champion had a difficult pas- 
sage to the final, and not the least of his 
obstacles was Ernie Bubley. Here. again, 
youth was the deciding factor. 

One of the tournament's great surprises 
was the win by A. Ehrlich (Poland) over 
Johnny Leach, the world champion. The 
veteran Jewish player was later defeated 
by Reisman.

HEN David was 4a lad, he tended 
his father’s sheep ; and it was his 
life as a shepherd that prepared 

him for his later exalted position. 
With gentle consideration, he looked 
after the flocks im his charge, guiding 
the young lambs to pastures of tender 
grass, and giving the full-grown sturdy 
rams tough weeds for their food. His 
work was pleasing in the sight of God, 
and He said, “ David is kind to the 
sheep, therefore he shall be the shep- 
herd of my flock, Israel.” 

The prophet, Samuel, was one day 
charged by God to anoint one of Jesse's 
SONS. Samuc!l made each son appear 
before him until’ it was obvious that 
David was the chosen one; for when 
Samuel tried to pour the holy oi! on to 
each of David's brothers, the oil 
remained in the horn, but when David 
came near, it flowed of its own accord 
and poured itself over him. The drops 
on his garments are said to have changed 
into Giamonds and pearis, and after the 
act of anointing him, the horn remained 
just as full as before. 

The Bible docs not tell us of the mis- 
deeds of Goliath, the giant; but the 
Talmud gives us details of how Goliath 
tried, by every mcans in bis power, to 
prevent the Israciics from worshipping 


God. Each morning and evening, when 
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the people were preparing to say the 
Shema, Goliath appeared in the camp, 
and, by shouting at the Israclites, made 
it impossible to recite the prayers with 
decorum. Davai spoke to Saul 
and offered to fight the giant. who put 
such fear into the people. The king 
offered him armour, but it did not fit 
the slender youth, and David preferred 
to go in his own role as a simple shep- 
herd to meet the giant. Five pebbies 
came to David of their own accord, one 
sianding for God, three for the three 
Patriarchs, and the iast for Aaron. and 
as David touched them they turned into 
one pebble. This he aimed at Goliath; 
it struck him on his forehéad, and vic- 
tory was David's. 


David's Wisdom 


A Talmud story tells of David's wis- 
dom and love of justice. 

A rich woman was forced to leave her 
home for a while, and as she could not 
carry her money with her and did not 
trust anyone, she hid her gold in jars of 
honey and asked a neighbour to look 
after the jars for her, without telling her 
what was hidden in them. But one. day 
the neighbour was short of honey for her 
own use and thought she would borrow 
some trom the jars and replace it when 
an opportunity came. As she put the 
spoon in the jar it struck a coin and the 
secret was revealed. The neighbour ex- 
tracted all the gold and filled the jars 
agaim with honey. 

On her return, the woman asked her 
neighbour to give back the jars of honey 
and, of course, she found the gold was 
missing. What could she do? She had 
no witnesses; and the court dismissed 
her plea. She went to the king, but he. 
too, was unable to help her. 

But just as she was leaving the king's 
house, David saw her and noticed her 
downcast face. He begged to know the 
reason, and she told him what had hap- 
panes. He asked an audience of the 

ing, and was given permission to try 
to find out the truth. 

David ordered the honey jars to be 
broken, and in this way a few coins 
were found, which were adhering to the 
inner side of the vessel, and which the 
neighbour had overlooked.

| med to ¢ been gone through 
with a fine tooth-comb. each limb, each 
garment, and the very buttons a monu- 
ment of painstaking labour. 

A wave of despair swept over Chagall. 
He knew at once that he could never 
Paint like that. ut moment jater he 
consoled himself with the thought that 
nothing would ever make him paint like 
that. He had conceived art to be not 
Slavery but freedom. If* he did a pic- 
ture. i would be like a bird darting out 
of 4 cage and its colours would be the 
bird's song of liberty. 

In that moment of instinctive resolve, 
with his heart stull wm the ghetio and 
with his feet already planted on the 
threshold of the outer world. ( hagall was 
destined to become a great and inter- 
nauonally-renowned master of the New 
Reality in modern Plastic arts. He had 
no Premonition that this was to be so. 
On the contrary, to this day he remains 
filled with astonishment that his pro- 
foundly personal. interpretations of life 
should have meant anything to the Cyitics 
and public. His vision is not governed 
by ‘that part of himself which is coldiv 
logical. nor by his subconscious mind 
alone, but by his whole mind. body. and 
spirit rooted in the past, grasping at the 
present, and pecring into the dim 
future 


Flopped ! 


At seventeen, Chagall left the elderly 
Professor Pen for St. Petersburg, on the 
advice of a friend. That, however. was 
easier said than done for a _ penniless 
ghetto Jew in Tsarist Russia. He needed 
an artisans diploma to gain admittance 
into the Imperial capital. Having donc 


some shop signs Vitebsk for 
pocket-money, he entered an official. ex- 
amination 4$ a sign-painte! and 
flopped. So, finally, he went as a ser- 
vant mm the house of an influential Jewish 
lawyer. 

In St. Petersburg, he suffered the 
hungriest years of his life, taking only 
an occasional meal at cheap eating- 
houses and lodging in slums. Later. he 
found accommodation in the editorial 


office of a Jewish newspaper, taking pos- 
session of a couch when the staff had 
all gone home, and carrying on with his 
painting im odd corners. Already he 
was executing masterpieces that have 
since become the pride of muscums and 


private collectors the world over. 

All this time he was afflicted with 
homesickness, a malady that was to 
plague him for the rest of his life. He 


quenched his nostalgia by frequent visits 
to Vitebsk. to the scenes of his childish 


daydreams, where he found Bella. his 
hifelong sweetheart. His love for. her 
was as consiant as his love for Vitebsk 


Her recent death left him a broken man. 


but she survives in many of his major 
works, and still is the constant com- 
panion of his thoughts

Making New Friends 

i was to find this point of wew con- 
firmed again and again in mv deahngs 
with non-Jews; not only with members 
of minority “races” in the British 
Empire—the Balfours were Scotch. of 
course—but with the English themseives - 
and mot only in Britain, but in America 
and im other lands. Those contacts with 
C. P. Scott, Lioyd George, and Balfour 
were only the beginnings of our dis- 
coveries of friends They were enor- 
mously important. but hardly more so 
than those we established with a host 
of lesser-known men inside and outside 
of governmental circles. Among non- 
Jews there existed, as we have seen. 
Opposition to, perhaps even contempt for. 
our dreams, winch might be challenged 
on grounds of practicality, or of policy 
have not heard them challenged on 
grounds of incompatibility with eood 
ctizenship except among Westernised 
Jews of a certain class pursuing a dream 
which is infinitely less practical than ours 
—that of placating the anti-Semites. 
opposition of these Jews turned out 

to be costher by far to us than the 
reasoned objections of non-Jews: and 
too, i being psychological rather than 
reasonabic, was implacable. If my pro- 
we to Mr. Scott of a million Jews in 
alestine at the end of twenty-five or 
thirty years has fallen short by some 40 
per cent. much: of the blame is directly 
attributable to the imternal obstruction- 
ism Of a small but influential group of 
Jews.

PARIS BOMB OUTRAGE 


[From our Own Correspondent—Paris| 


Members of the Fascist underground 
movement on Tuesday blew up and com- 
leiely destroyed a Jewish shop here. 
here were no casualties. This was the 
hifth attack on Jewish establishments in 
the Paris area within three months 


when withdrawing from the Jerusalem 
and Hebron areas to Egypt to use roads 
crossing Israeli-held territory in the 
Negev :
